Changing One Young Man’s Life, One Note at a Time

esterday I received an email from a young 

man named Mark Petering, who lives in 
Kenosha, Wisconsin. One weekend 13 years 
‘ago when he was a college student, he stayed 
at our house in East Hampton as a houseguest 
at the request of Eleanor Leonard, who was the 
President of the Music Festival of the Hamptons. 
His music would be played there. 


I hadn’t heard from him since then. Here is 


what he wrote. 

“Hey Dan. You changed my life. Hope you 
are well. | am happily busy being a dad (photo 
- attached of Henry.)” 

| replied and asked him if he wanted me to 
send him a copy of a memoir I wrote in which 
he is mentioned. The chapter is about my 
connection with Eleanor Leonard and the Music 
Festival she ran for 15 years. 

“I already have two,” he replied. “That book is 
how | got tenure.” 

He also attached a link to the seven-minute 
‘piece of classical music he wrote that was 
performed at the festival that year. If, after 
reading this, you wish to hear it and see it—it 


is a remarkable video—you can get the link by 
going to this story on DansPapers.com. 
“Incidentally, we also made it into the 
Gramophone—Top Ten All Time (article 
attached),” he also wrote. 
Gramophone is one of the leading magazines 


‘published for the classical music industry. The 


article lists Petering’s “Train and Tower for 
Chamber Orchestra and Tape” as the number 
eight best classical piece about railways. 
Number nine is a piece by Berlioz. 

I think the time has come to put all these 
pieces together to tell this remarkable story. | 
have often been correctly accused of making 
stories up for Dan’s Papers. Here is one that is 
right up there with the most fantastic of these 
stories. And yet it is true. And yes, it did change 
this man’s life. 

From about 1995 to 2009, a wealthy woman 
named Eleanor Leonard, who lived oceanfront 
in Bridgehampton, promoted an annual one- 
week-long Music Festival of the Hamptons in 
honor of her granduncle, the famous pianist 
Benno Moiseiwitsch. Mozart was _ played, 
Stravinsky was played, Beethoven and Bach 
were performed. At each festival, one afternoon 


was set aside as children’s day and Prokofiev's 
Peter and the Wolf—narrated by a celebrity 
(playwright Adolph Green one year, raconteur 
George Plimpton another)—was played while 
members of the Bridgehampton Ballet Society 
performed in costume. Because I love music, 
I joined Eleanor’s Board of Directors, which 
generally consisted of meeting a few times a 
year at her home to listen to her tell us what 
famous musicians would be featured in the 
upcoming year. 

The locale for the festival was a huge white 
tent located on the grounds of Sayre Park in 
Bridgehampton, parallel and adjacent to the 
Long Island Rail Road tracks. Light fare and wine 
were served at the back of the tent each night. 
Attendance was modest. Certainly, listening to 
classical music was not high up on things to do 
in the Hamptons. It was, however, culturally 
wonderful for all those who did attend. 

In 2002 I was in the audience. During a 
performance of Beethoven’s “Prometheus” 
Overture, exactly at 8:06 p.m., the westbound 
Long Island Rail Road train came _ roaring 
along through the dark just outside. The 
thin tent presented (Cont'd on next page)

no appreciable sound barrier. The 
celebrated German composer Lukas Foss, 
who was conducting that night, simply 
continued to swish his baton this way and that 
as the train clattered through. It was as if it 
never happened. 

But I thought about this intrusion. It happened 
every year at this time of the evening. And it 
gave me an idea. What if we could incorporate 
the train into the music being played? Wouldn't 
that be something? 

That fall, at a board meeting, I proposed 
exactly that to Eleanor. She, and all the other 
board members, loved the idea. And so we put 
it into action. But where, in the pantheon of 
classical music, was there a piece incorporating 
a train? No one knew of any. And so we 
decided that an original piece be created. It 
would be a competition, nationwide, for 
music students. It should be between 5 and 
15 minutes long and include a train. The winner 
would receive $500 and the honor of having 
the piece performed at our festival the 
following summer. 

We sent out fliers to music conservatories 
around the country. Tack these to your bulletin 
boards. We did a media blast. And one day I 
went up to Sayre Park and recorded the train 
sounding its whistle as it roared by. We sent 
that out. The winner would be selected by 
conductor Lucas Foss himself. 

The train, we knew, passed the festival at 
8:06 p.m. That meant it arrived at the 
Bridgehampton Station around 7:55. p:m. But 
because trains are not exactly on time, we’d 


need a cell phone call from someone on the 
train as it was arriving to tell us when to begin. 
Because of that, | wrote to the President of the 
Long Island Rail Road for help. 

We had 61 entries over the winter. And | 
suppose by now you have realized the winner 
was Mark Petering, then a music student at 
the University of Minnesota. At the request 
of Eleanor, we hosted him at our house the 
weekend of the event. He was a personable, 
thoughtful young man totally involved with the 
music he was studying, and we were happy to 
have him. 

The tent was packed full to overflowing on the 
evening of this performance. It was the biggest 
crowd that ever attended the Music Festival of 
the Hamptons. 

The railroad had declined to let their regular 
train be used for this. Instead, they sent a 
SECOND train, all for us. 

That afternoon it arrived and by evening 
was idling on a siding at the Bridgehampton 
Station waiting for the signal to go. A New 
York Times reporter was there. Reporters 
from the BBC and NPR were there. The 
President’ of the LIRR was there. And, 
as a surprise, Mark’s parents had traveled 
separately to Bridgehampton for his big moment. 
They had with them the biggest bouquet 
of flowers I have ever seen and were ready 
to present it to him onstage at the end, win, 
lose or draw. And of course, our videographer 
was there to record the 7-minute performance 
and, especially, the 10 seconds of that 
train roaring through on cue. Or not. It 


would come, Mark told us, at the very end of 
the piece. 

And so it began. The piece begins 
softly with violins in the lead plucked 
rhythmically as an invisible train leaves 
a station, and as it proceeds along, it builds, 
first with the oboes and cellos and then 
with the French horns until after the fifth 
minute, a sense of mystery arrives in a 
minor key as a snare drum tries to take 
over. The pace speeds up, now a kettle 
drum rumbles in, trumpets and_ horns 
shriek and then, in a great crescendo—the 
audience sees that train come barreling through 
on the track just alongside the tent—the 
tent flaps had been rolled up ahead of 
time—filling it with its horns blaring and its 
lights flashing. 

A great cymbal crash signals the concerto’s 
end, and the train moans on and on, softer and 
softer, disappearing toward Southampton. 

With that, everyone in the audience, as one, 
leapt to their feet, screaming and shouting. All- 
the musicians onstage jumped up and down, 
waving their instruments. It was a home run. It 
was pandemonium. 

This was a moment, on that soft summer 
evening in July, that none of us will ever forget. 
Just go to the link. 

And so, Mark Petering’ graduates, 
becomes an associate professor of music at 
Carthage College, gets married and starts a 
family. And, as with any good fairy tale, lives 
happily ever after. And it’s true. 'm so happy 
for him. @&

_ Well, I think this a good time to tell you 
about the real estate killing | made years ago. | 
bought a house in the Georgica section of East 
Hampton, just a short walk from Georgica Pond, 
and when I sold it three years later, | more than 
doubled what | paid for it. Not bad. Here are 
the details. 

The Georgica section of East Hampton 
lies between Ocean Road, the Atlantic 
Ocean, Georgica Pond and, on the north, the 
Montauk Highway. 

The house | bought had three bedrooms, a 
breakfast room, a kitchen, dining room and 
living room. It also came with a two-car garage 


and a lovely maple tree in the backyard that 
brought shade to a nice wooden deck I built 
off the back. All together, a cute little cottage. 
Right in Georgica. 

Then there were the not-so-good things about 
the house. One was that you entered the house 
from the back because the front of the house 
sat just 50 feet from the Montauk Highway, 
where the cars back then—before catalytic 
converters—rumbled noisily and smokily by. 
On the other hand, all this happened in the 
-1960s, so there weren’t many cars then. But 
before this tale is finished, | will tell you about 
the head-on collision. 

I bought this little house in 1967 for $9,250. 
This came about because it was summer and 
I couldn’t afford a summer rental. And then I 
learned about the Grogans. Mr. Grogan had a 
rug shampooing business and had an English 
wife who’d had enough of him. Divorce was 
imminent. Neither party would let the other 
either live in the house or rent it out. 

I met Grogan on a May morning at the house, 
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before he started drinking for the day. He came 
in a pickup truck. He told me I could take my 
chances with his wife. All he wanted me to do 
was pay the mortgage, which she had stuck him 
with. I didn’t have much money then. Houses 
rented for about $5,000 a summer then. The 
mortgage was $63.14 a month. I said yes. 

The house sat on less thana quarter-acre. It was 
put there by a WWI veteran who had answered 
the call of the commander of Fort Upton in 
Yaphank, who, after the war was over, offered up 
all 55 of the barracks buildings to any vet who had 
$1 and a willingness to haul it away. That was 
in 1919. 

The house had been put on a wagon and 
hauled out to East Hampton by mules, according 
to a neighbor, Mrs. Collins, who talked to me 
over the fence when I moved in. She also asked 
if | was getting married. I was 26. Should have 
been by now, she said. Not yet, I said. 

The former Mrs. Grogan came by two days 
after I moved in. I opened the sunroom door a 
crack. She told me | had_ (Cont'd on next page) 
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to get out. | handed her the business card of my 
lawyer and told her I’d changed the locks. She 
went away. She would soon find out I could stay 
there all summer, even with eviction papers. 

The three bedrooms were each large enough 
for a bed and someone to walk inside and climb 
into it. There was no central heating. But there 
was a gas furnace in the dining room, which 
warmed the little house nicely. The house was 
a standard 800-square-foot barracks, 20 by 40. 
The living room occupied the full 20 feet width 
up by the street. 

In the fall, they offered me the house for 
$10,000. Friends told me it was worth $14,000. 
I lowballed it and they sold it to me for $9,250. 

A year later I was married, and three years 
later my wife was pregnant when two cars hada 


head-on collision in front of the house. Nobody 
died. But we were the first on the scene with 
buckets of water and towels for the wounded. It 
was not hard to decide to move on. 


In the morning, | crawled under the 
house with a flashlight and found 
that the finale had pounded the 
center post into the ground. 


I put the house up for sale for $25,000. And 
settled for $22,500. I didn’t argue what was 
probably a lowball price. The reason was that 
I'd had the “house for sale” ad in Dan’s Papers,

just a bantling at that time, and I got the offer, 
over the phone at 10 p.m. while listening to 
sportscaster Howard Cosell narrate a boxing 
match I was watching. It was a close fight and 
at a very intense moment when the phone rang. 
So I just said okay. 

I have some _ wonderful 
that house. 

One evening, my wife and I went to the 
John Drew Theater to watch a summer stock 
performance of How to Succeed in Business 
Without Really Trying. There was no. cast 
party afterwards, so | invited everybody over. 
Champagne was in paper cups, potato chips 
and cheese were on paper plates. The dancers 
performed the grand finale in the living room, 
which included heavy stamping on the floor. 
When the party ended and everybody left, I 
found, while cleaning up, that the living room 
floor was very bouncy. Something was not right. 

In the morning, I crawled under the house 
with a flashlight and found that the finale had 
caused the central floor beam to pound the 
cedar post under it further into the ground. The 
beam now floated over the post. You could put 
your hand in between. I got a sledgehammer 
and an axe head and went back under to 
pound the axe head into the breach with the 
sledgehammer. It was all jammed in there now 
just fine. No further trouble. 

It was probably discovered like that when, 
decades later, some city people who paid six 
figures for the place had the house movers in to 
pick up the house and move it to a cinderblock 
foundation in the back of the property and 
came across this jerry rig with the axe head.

Orange. Trastelis adds, “I like to rotate what scents 
we’re doing to keep it interesting.”

1/3 cup milk 

1/3 cup butter, melted 

1 local egg, slightly beaten 

2 tablespoons local honey 

1 tablespoon double-acting baking powder 

1 teaspoon Amagansett Sea Salt 

additional butter for prepping pots 

5 tablespoons cranberries from cranberry sauce or 
solid, canned cranberry sauce

; Last month I took a very special 
_ tour of the North Fork of Long 
Island. As a South Forker, my 
husband and I often choose to 
spend time “on the Northside.” 
You know, Wine Country, 
restaurants, farms, antiquing— 
_the stuff that husbands 
_and wives do together to 
_ avoid housework. 

Y . This particular “foodie tour” 
was Officially sanctioned. It was the 10th Annual 
North Fork Foodie Tour, presented by the North Fork 
Reform Synogogue. It wasn’t our first time on this 
tour. The volunteers are friendly and the behind-the- 
scenes peeks into local food production are priceless. 
I ask a lot of questions but don’t identify myself as a 
food writer, so no one gets nervous. On past tours 
we enjoyed ourselves at Macari Vineyards, Shinn 
Estate Vineyards, Koppert Cress, Catapano Dairy 
Farm, Krupski Farms, Sang Lee Farms, Satur Farms 
and Charnews Farm. 

There were 20 sites on this year’s self-guided tour. 
Never attempt to go to 20 places in one day. We 
recommend three to four, so that you can relax and 
soak in the scenes. Proceedings began at the crack of 
10 a.m., but we didn’t. 

First we sidled on over to the Greenport Harbor 
Brewing facility in Peconic. Co-founder Rich 
Vandenburgh led us on a very informative tour 
of the brewery itself. We ordered lunch from the 
promisingly named North Fork Test Kitchen food 
truck that was parked alongside the outdoor seating 
area and sampled beer while we waited. Our brat, 
burger and bean salad were underwhelming, but the 
beer is worth the trip. Happily, we made it out before 
the local cover band performing that afternoon made 
use of their many speakers. 


Best Foodie Moment at Greenport Harbor Brewing: 
a small woman standing just in front of us on the 
tour through the brewery stuffed her face with the 
milled grain used for brewing beer and chewed like 
her life depended on it. I guess she was out to have 


_ the “full” experience. 


On to MarGene Farms in Mattituck. I'd long wanted 
to see this farm since I knew they had successfully 
grown peanuts, ginger and turmeric. | grew a pot of 
turmeric myself this year, but not well. What is the 
secret? Hoop houses. They have two big ones full of 
crops that they sell at farmers markets and to area 
chefs. Turmeric needs the extra heat. 

Best Foodie Moment at MarGene_ Farms: 
buying organic potatoes and carrots from their 
roadside farmstand. They were a delicious part of 
our evening meal. 

Our last exploratory stop of the day was Browder’s 
Birds, which is just a stone’s throw from MarGene 
Farms. We were too late to take their farm tour, but 
I'd overlooked their note to wear protective footwear 
anyway. | stood in their cute little shop in my flip- 
flops and bought fresh chicken drumsticks and a 
frozen chicken to roast later. (I would like to state 
for the record that I later used the bones to make 
a delicious stock, just as farmer Chris Browder 
insisted I must.) 

Best Foodie Moment at Browder’s Bird’s: seeing the 
new baby farmer who'd just “sprouted.” 

I considered stopping at MarGene Farms again on our 
way southward because co-owner Maryann Krupski 
told tour participants that when her hens stop laying 
she sends them to a retirement home. I thought to 
share that the Browder’s Birds model might offer 
a more cost effective alternative. But we headed 
right back to the ferry to get over to Wélffer Estate 
Vineyard to pick up our latest wine club package. 
Surely there’d be something nice to go with a chicken 
dinner. There was: Grapes of Roth Dry Riesling. Aah, 
the blending of our two glorious forks! a.

| n the spirit of the season, here are some haunted 
places that are not on the market but once were. 
Consider the possibility that there are others out 
there right now, waiting for you... 


30 Egypt Lane, East Hampton 

This renovated farmhouse, once owned by 
actress Renée Zellweger, is allegedly haunted by a 
mischievous spirit. When Zellweger bought it in 2003, 
The New York Post reported that a previous owner, 
Manhattan furniture designer John Mascheroni, said 
the ghost of an elderly woman resided there. “She 
loved to play tricks,” Mascheroni said. He lived 
there from 1974-1982 and identified the spirit as 
past owner Lillian Worthington. The gated property 
features a 4-bedroom and 3-bath home, garage with 
loft, and a pool—plenty of places for the dead to 
frolic and play. 


Villa Paul Restaurant 
162 West Montauk Highway, Hampton Bays 
Well known for its history and strange occurrences, 
Villa Paul was just a log cabin in 1804, and 
the “borning room” (reserved for births, 
illmess and death) from that structure remains 
at the site today. Most notable in its history of 
owners are Judge Edward Lazansky—a Justice of 
the New York Supreme Court from 1920-1940— 


and his wife Cora, who may be responsible for 


attracting its spirits. After her husband’s death, Cora 
reportedly removed all the headstones from the 
adjacent cemetery in order to sell the house more 
easily, and the bodies have remained in unmarked 
graves there ever since. This may be the cause of 
the haunting, which includes disembodied footsteps, 
lights going on and off on their own and more. The 
home was eventually converted into the restaurant, 
which has been owned an operated by the Pensa 
family since 1965. 


Murf’s Backstreet Tavern 
64 Division Street, Sag Harbor a 

This haunted bar has barely changed since 
its namesake, Tom Murphy, opened it in 1976. 
Before it was a Murf’s, the building was a small 
home, constructed in 1792, and Murphy believed 
that one of its former and long-dead residents 
remained. During his years as proprietor, Murphy 
said his bar was haunted by the ghost of Adelaide 
“Addie” King. He claimed the blender once turned on 
even though the switch was still in the off position. 
He also said Addie flipped chairs and éven turned 
on the jukebox while Murphy was doing a television 
interview. Murphy sold the bar to its current owner, 
Jay Hamel, in 2007, and Murphy died at age 78 
in January of 2010. One wonders if Murphy and 
Addie are now there together, sharing a drink and 
old memories. 


Rogers Mansion 
17 Meeting House Lane, Southampton 

Now the Southampton Historical Museum, the 
Rogers Mansion is on the National Register of Historic 
Places, and reportedly very haunted. William Rogers 
bought the property in 1648, and Samuel! Longstreth 
Parrish purchased it from Rogers descendants in 
1899. The Southampton Colonial Society leased the 
house and grounds, and began restoration in 1952. 
There are stories of a female apparition some believe 
to be one of Rogers’ two wives—who were also 
sisters—as well as loud footsteps upstairs and the 
sounds of people congregating when no one is there 
at all. 


125 Main Street, Sag Harbor 

The location of Buddha Berry — frozen 
yogurt since 2014, this 250-year-old building has, 
according to one broker, had all sorts of paranormal 
happenings—including a floating black phantom, 
disembodied footsteps, a ghost’s face peering out the 
window and lots of creepy vibes. It was previously 
home to Rebecca Cooper gallery, Winter Tree Gallery 
and WellNest healing center. The building underwent 
a major renovation in 2013. This sort of activity can 
agitate resident spirits. @&
